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on’t Exist 


There Is No Such Thing as the Hamptons, the North Fork or the East End 


BY DAN RATTINER 


f you go to Paris, you’re in Paris. If you go 

to London, you’re in London. If. you go to 
Timbuktu, Rio de Janeiro or Sidney, you're in 
Timbuktu, Rio or Sidney. But if you go to the 
Hamptons, you’re nowhere. There is no such 
place as the Hamptons. 

There is also no such place as the North Fork, 
eastern Long Island or the East End. This is not 
a joke. Every one of these places, familiar to 
everybody, is will o’ the wisp. Say them all you 
like. Everybody knows what they mean. But 
none actually exists. 

Let us start with Peconic County, which so 
far | haven’t even mentioned. And there is lots 
more coming. Peconic County is the name we 
give to the five eastern towns of Long Island 
together as a group that hope to be Peconic 
County. We have an application in place. We 
have a county flag. We have nothing. The 
attempt to make it happen was batted down by 
the state. No Peconic County. 

Let’s try the Hamptons. There is no such 
place. It refers to a group of little towns and 
villages on the South Fork of Long Island, but 
exactly what towns and villages it includes is 
different depending on who you ask. Is Montauk 


‘a Hampton? Is Remsenburg a Hampton? How 


about one of the villages actually named with 
the word “Hampton,” Westhampton Beach? Of 
course that’s a Hampton. But it’s not on the 
South Fork. I will write more about this later. 
But for now, know that there is 


also no “Hamptons.” 

The North Fork also doesn’t exist. There is 
nothing here by that name. The North Fork 
sticks out at the eastern end of Long Island 
as the northerly of two forks sticking out, but 
that’s just what we call it. It doesn’t exist. It 
also, like the Hamptons, consists of a whole lot 
of villages and towns that reside on what we 
call the North Fork, but then, at the western 
end, where the supposed North Fork sticks into 
the main part of Long Island, it might or might 
not include several such actual places already 
known and named, or it might not. What, for 
example, is to be made of Wading River? Or 
Calverton? Or Northville? If the North Fork were 
a tooth, they would be at its root. So they could 
be in or they could be out. 

I mentioned Long Island. And although that 
does exist, its borders can be considered in 
two different ways. It can be without Brooklyn, 
which gives the western border of “Long Island” 
a demarcation line between the borough of 
Queens and Nassau County. Or it can be the 
WHOLE island, as in; lets take a boat ride 
around Long Island. You choose. 

(This is a huge difference. Without Brooklyn, 
Long Island has 3 million people. With Brooklyn 
it has 5 million.) 

There is not a North Fork. And there is not 
a South Fork. If I say to you “let’s go to the 
South Fork,” where do we go? Look at a map. 
No South Fork. Like Hamptons, it is will o’ the 
wisp. No place named that. If pressed, a local 
person might venture that (Cont'd on next page)

the South Fork is larger than the Hamptons and 
the Hamptons is contained in it. If you suggest 
that this might be the other way around, they 
will shake their heads no. 

The East End does not exist. You can say 
“we're going out to the East End for the 
weekend” all you want. But there is no place by 
that name. Google it. Your first entry might bea 
section in London. 

Others might tell you that “East End” is just 
short for “the eastern end of Long Island,” 
which does exist, but they will be wrong. 
There is no place called “the Eastern End of 
Long Island.” 

There is, however, such a place as 
Southampton. But you have to explain further 
which one you mean. There is a Village of 
Southampton, which is different from the Town 
of Southampton and existing entirely inside the 
Town of Southampton, and then there is the 
entity Town of Southampton, which, besides 
surrounding the Village of Southampton, also 
surrounds such places as Quogue, Quiogue, 
Speonk, Remsenburg, Bridgehampton, Water 
Mill, Sagaponack (almost) and one half of Sag 
Harbor. Plus, I might add, it was originally two 
words. It was “South Hampton.” 

I mentioned Sag Harbor. There are THREE Sag 
Harbors. There is the Sag Harbor Village itself. 
There is the half of Sag Harbor that resides 
inside the Township of Southampton and there 
is the half of Sag Harbor that resides inside the 
Township of East Hampton. Long, long ago, 
in 1707, a little hamlet of homes was formed 
down around Long Wharf which served the 


maritime economy of both Southampton and 
East Hampton and, eventually, there came a 
time when it needed to be decided which town 
this village would reside in. Instead, the powers 
that be in 1707 decided to split it down the 
middle. That middle it splits down is the center 
of a road called, naturally, Division Street. So 
where is Sag Harbor? 

East Hampton Town also exists, and so does 
East Hampton Village, encapsulated within the 
Town of East Hampton, just like the situation 
in Southampton. Which one are you referring 
to? Actually, the village was originally called 
Maidstone, and soon thereafter Easthampton 
But never mind. 

And East Hampton _ also _ includes 
unincorporated hamlets’ that _ include 
Amagansett, Springs, Wainscott and Montauk. 

Ah, Montauk! Finally we come to a place 
that has a location, an identity and an actual, 
unambiguous name. And I am not going to 
argue with you about it. It exists. But the real 
question is—is it a “Hampton?” 

And that’s a biggie, isn’t it? The “Hamptons,” 
whatever it is, is about location, 
location. If you are a Hampton, your property 
values are double what they would have been 
otherwise. But as I said, there is no such thing 
as the Hamptons. But there is. 

With the 
first contest, I ask you, dear reader, to decide 
where the “Hamptons” begins. Obviously you 
begin it when you cross the border in the west.

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Rookie Steve Matz’s Improbable 90 Days as a NY Mets Starting Pitcher

ae the days of Carl Yastrzemski, the 
eastern end of Long Island has not had a 
true baseball star. Yastrzemski was the son of 
a Bridgehampton potato farmer, went to the 
Bridgehampton School, became a player for the 
Boston Red Sox, won the triple crown (highest 
batting average, most home runs, most runs 
batted in during the same year) in 1967 and is 
in the Hall of Fame at Cooperstown. 

But now there is Steven Matz. He’s a young 
man who grew up in Stony Brook as the son of 
a service manager at an automobile dealership 
and a Comsewogue High School administrator, 
went to Ward Melville High School, got drafted 
to play for the New York Mets as a starting 
pitcher and has been a major leaguer for just 
110 days. 

I’ve paid attention to his career because | 
watched him pitch a game in early September 
on TV. He’d won four and lost none, quite 


average 2.27 which is very, very good and might, 
] thought, have a shot at what Yastrzemski did. 
Indeed, as a senior in high school at Ward 
Melville, he was voted by the Suffolk County 
Baseball Coaches Association as the winner of 
the Carl Yastrzemski Award for the best player 
in Suffolk. However, having been in the majors 
just three months, and on the disabled list for 
two of those months with a minor injury, it’s 
all wait and see. He throws a 93-mile-an-hour 
fastball, major league level speed, but then 
many pitchers throw that fast. The real issue 
is control. 

About a month ago, for the first time in years, 
I went to see a Mets game. My son had moved 
to Brooklyn. He accompanied me to Citi Field 
in Queens. I had hoped to see Matz play but 
he did not. On the other hand, the Mets looked 
very good. When the New York Mets clinched 
the Eastern Division title, | got really interested 
in this situation. They would be playing Los 
Angeles in the National League Division Series. 


There was some complicated situation that, 
because he had not played enough, he might be 
excluded. I never did find out whether he was 
or wasn’t. 

As it happened, | got tickets to go see one of 
those playoff games. That game is tonight. I am 
writing this at 1 p.m. Should the Mets win, they 
are off to the National League Championship 
Series. | mentioned to my wife, who is going 
with me, that we probably won’t see Matz. 

The reason, besides the fact that he might 
not even be on the roster, is that this is a very 
crucial game, both for the Mets, who move on 
if they win, but also for Los Angeles. They are 
gone if they lose tonight. And so, this morning, 
they announced they are going to have their 
triple Cy Young Award winning pitcher (best 
pitcher in the National League three times) 
out there to try to save the day. That is 
Clayton Kershaw. 

Who would the Mets put up against him? 
They have five or six very fine pitchers, but

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Kershaw. But then there was this: Two games 
ago, a Los Angeles player running from first to 
second barreled into the Mets shortstop very 
aggressively and broke his leg. 

The next morning, after the game was over, 
which the Mets were winning before this and 
lost after it—the umpire called the man who 
hit the shortstop safe—the Commissioner of 
Baseball suspended the Los Angeles player 
for two games. As a result, on Monday night 
at Citi Field, last night, the Mets slaughtered 
Los Angeles with 13 runs in what certainly 
appeared to be a very legal kind of retribution. 
The Mets are now ahead two games to one. First 
one to get to three wins. So tonight might be 
the night. 

At the press conference this morning where 


the starting pitchers were named, the coach of 
the Mets said he had hoped that Los Angeles 
would not name Kershaw, their 6’6” monster— 
as he referred to Kershaw—to start. He had 
pitched just three days ago and was not rested 
up enough. But, well, Los Angeles did. 

Then the Mets coach announced the Mets 
pitcher who would face Kershaw. It’s to be 
Stony Brook’s Steven Matz, late of Ward Melville 
High School, who in fact has played in only six 
major league games in his life. 

To me, the psychology of this is terrific. 
The Mets might arguably be let down tonight 
emotionally. They punished Los Angeles the 
night before. If they lose they still have a final 
chance to win and get to the National League 
Championship Series. (Los Angeles will have 
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that chance to win too.) Now they will most 
certainly rally to a rookie named Matz with four 
wins and no losses. 

My wife says he will be scared to death. 

I spoke to Matz’s former High School coach 
Lou Petrucci, who today teaches athletics at 
a grammar school near Stony Brook. Petrucci 
told me Matz was special, but nobody figured 
he’d be in the major leagues. As a sophomore, 
Petrucci said, Matz was a 5’9” and 140-pound 
first baseman. As a senior, he had grown to 6’2” 
and 205 pounds and he’d been transformed 
into a pitcher with a “lot of heat.” He struck 
out many of the kids at other schools. “He was 
destined for bigger things,” the coach said. 

“We'll be up in the top tier, third baseline,” 
I told him, letting him know we would be 
watching, but from up in cheap seats ($310 for 
the two.) 

“’'m right down by the field, front row,” 
Petrucci said. 

There is a video you can watch of Bert 
Moller, a fan of the Mets who happened to be 
in the stands on the night of Matz’s first game. 
Moller is Matz’s grandpa. Matz, the pitcher, 
gets a hit, Moeller goes wild. Watch it at 
DansPapers.com.

I write this the next day. The Monster 
Won, Los’ Angeles won, and _ Steven 
Matz won. 

Matz, before a packed Citi Field filled with 
45,200 screaming fans (including us), set Los 
Angeles down one, two, three in the first inning. 
The Monster, Kershaw, did too, although he 
struggled a bit, taking twice as many pitches 
to do it. 

In the third inning, Matz still had been 
throwing hard, had shown an amazing curve 
ball, and still had not allowed a hit. But then 
up came the monster Kershaw to hit. Pitchers 
are poor hitters, and usually strike out. Matz — 
threw him his famous curve, and Kershaw hit 
it out into left field for a single. After that, Matz 
seemed to lose confidence temporarily. Before 
the inning ended, Los Angeles had scored 
3 runs.

The Economy Didn’t Collapse, the Airlines Survived, Drop the Lawsuit

ast Friday, just before 8 p.m., I heard a very 
loud and very large aircraft come rumbling 
in low over my head in a big hurry to land at 
East Hampton Airport. I live on Three Mile 
Harbor, about 5 miles away. And I knew what 
was going on. A wealthy private jet owner was 
in the back of the plane, urging on his pilot to 
get down onto the runway before the 8 p.m. 
curfew. There were just a few minutes to spare. 
Being late would result in a $1,000 fine for first 
offense, $4,000 for second, $10,000 for third, 
and for a fourth, a refusal to allow the use of the 
airport to land a plane for the next two years. 
They might not care about the money. They 
would care about being banned. 
As things are right now, this curfew for the 
noisiest aircraft is in effect from 8 p.m. until 
9 a.m. the next day, when everybody living 


near the airport presumably has at least had 


breakfast. There is also a change in the hours 
the airport is open. Until now, planes could 


come and go 24/7. Now it is open only from 
7 a.m. to 11 p.m. The same punishments apply 
for violators. 

Peace has been restored. Or has it? 

Last month, the airport manager made his 
report on how things went over there between 
January 1 and July 31. Airport landings and 
takeoffs were 29% higher than a year ago. 
There was a 70% increase in seaplanes, 51% 
increase in other planes and noisy planes and 
1% increase in noisy helicopters. 

As a result of this, those around the airport 
said this can’t go on. Everything is just getting 
worse and worse. Do something. 

A week later, however, the airport manager 
returned with a revised report. The old 
report, he said, was prepared from inaccurate 
information. The new report says all the aircraft 
comings and goings were just about the same 
as a year ago. Total was up 2%. Seaplanes up 
7%. Fixed wing 9%. 

Oh, everybody around the airport said. Well 
then, that’s not so bad. Until now things have 


been going up and up. Now it’s leveled off. 

It was also reported last week that the Town 
of East Hampton, which owns and operates the 
airport, has increased the set-aside for legal 
fees to nearly a million dollars to defend itself 
from lawsuits filed by airline owners and others 
who want the new laws swept aside or have 
other issues with aspects of the airport. Those 
filing one suit go by the name of “Friends of East 
Hampton Airport,” which is definitely not to be 
confused with the “Friends of Those Who Live 
Around East Hampton Airport.” 

The “Friends of the Airport” have already lost 
the first round. They had filed for an injunction. 
But the judge affirmed the right of an airport to 
regulate its comings and goings, at least to the 
extent that it be allowed to put into effect these 
two restrictions while the matter proceeds. 
(The judge did give an injunction to prevent 
one new proposed town law. It would have 
restricted noisy aircraft to just two landings or 
takeoffs a week.)

this is all about what the “market” wants and 
that the market wants a stream of aircraft in 
and out of East Hampton unimpeded, well, 
there’s more to life than just everybody led 
around by the nose for money. 

The “Friends” have hired the best lawyers in 
the country to make their case. These lawyers 
claimed these laws would cause problems to the 
airlines’ bottom lines and the town’s economy. 
They haven't. 

| think that if the town needs to spend a million 
to defend itself from this, then the “Friends” 
should be required to pay it. Find out who is a 
member of this group and charge an increased 
landing fee, caused by a special “lawyer tax” on 
their aircraft as they come and go. 

My guess is they can afford it. 


European Hurricane Model 

If you’ve been out on the East End for a 
long time, you begin to think of the hurricane 
season in terms of baseball. Both seasons 
come to a climax at about the same time. So it 
makes sense. 

You, as a resident, are up at the plate, waiting 
for the pitcher to wind up and throw one of 
his big fastballs or curves or screwballs. Long 
Island itself is a sort of bat, sticking out into the 
Atlantic in bunt position, from the perspective 
of hurricanes coming up the coast. 

And so, we watch the weathermen, either 
on TV or on our cellphones. The pitcher is 
winding up, the hurricane already barreling 
in, a great angry orange swirl of storm clouds 
spinning at 110 miles an hour coming up 
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through the British Virgin Islands, heading for 
more islands and then, well, we will have to 
wait and see. ‘ 

We all compare notes. We do know that, 
unlike baseball, we have no ability to swat the 
hurricane away. It was just a matter of whether 
it is over the plate (eastern Long Island) or not. — 

“Saw on TV it’s over the Bahamas. But it’s 
stopped there, just bashing everything.” 

“I saw a line showing it’s coming straight up 
along the coast to New York City.” 

‘Td heard its’ going to be just like Sandy. 
There’s a rainstorm coming down from the 
north. A low pressure moving in from the 
Midwest. It’s the same perfect storm.” 

Like Sandy, all hell would break loose. 

This was on Wednesday. People were in 
the hardware stores and food stores, getting 
bottled water, candles, matches, flashlight 
batteries, wind-up radios, masking tape for the 
windows, canned food, firewood. Cars were 
lined up at the gas stations. The authorities told 
us to be ready to evacuate. Now the hurricane 
was moving again, but it was northeast and 
out to sea. But now it was veering back toward 
the coast. 

Was God throwing a screwball? What? 

I had heard the same thing about the perfect 
storm. But then I’d heard another weatherman 
say the delay would result in it being too late 
for the convergence of the perfect storm. And 
as a matter of fact, it would just go out to 
sea and we would get not much of anything 
except a few gusts of wind and some rain. 


On the other hand, forces would cause it to 


push the ocean in at us at high tides. The 
shoreline would be experiencing high tides, and 
possible floods. 

Where was this information coming from? Was 
there a SECOND weather forecasting service? 
The one our tax money supports is called the 
GFS. That was the only one | knew. 

Turns out that there IS a second forecasting 
service, based in Europe, and as it is quite 
capable of forecasting on our side of the 
pond, it has taken to doing so. And time 
after time, it is correct and the GFS here 
is way off. 

In 2013, the Americans predicted a huge 
snowstorm for the east coast, while the 
Europeans had said there would not be one. 
There wasn’t one. In 2012, the Europeans were 
predicting that Sandy would turn into a perfect 
storm for New York City, become not just 
a gale but the gale of the century, while the 
Americans were still predicting a hurricane 
speedball that would pass over the area. And 
just this last winter, the Americans predicted a 
terrible blizzard and the Europeans said there 
wouldn’t be one. We were wrong again. 

Indeed, this writer has frequently made fun 
of the GFS and its inaccurate predictions. Every 
June they predict either a quiet hurricane 
season or a hurricane season filled with sturm 
und drang. And every year I report on what 
they say, and say believe the opposite, and | 
am right. : : 

I don’t know the answers to this problem. A 
New York Times report says there are serious 
underlying data problems. It’s way short of 
what Europe is doing.

DOG SMOKING PARLOR INVESTIGATED 

The Hamptons Police, responding to complaints 
from animal welfare activists, moved to 
investigate the activities of a local tobacco 
business that caters to dogs. On Thursday, the 
owners of the Southampton canine-centered 
smoking parlor in question, which is called 


Puff ’n’ Pooch, allowed police inspectors to 
enter their premises during business hours to 
examine how they are running their business 
and to determine whether any laws are being 
broken. “We have nothing to hide,” Robert 
Rauchund, the manager of Puff ’n’ Pooch, 
told reporters who accompanied the police. 
“We don’t provide tobacco to puppies. We 
have loyal customers who bring their mature 
dogs to our establishment because their dogs 
appreciate fine tobaccos.” Reporters who were 
granted access to Puff ’n’ Pooch’s interior 
described it as including a spacious central 
area with shag carpeting and large cushions, 
and said that several large dogs were at. that 
time resting comfortably on the cushions and 
inhaling deeply and frequently from long tubes 
connected to a shared hookah. The reporters 


described the smell of the room as “just about 
as bad as you would imagine,” but none of 
them saw any particular reason for 
alarm. As a health precaution, 
according to Rauchund, dogs 
are allowed a maximum of 
one half hour in Puff 
Pooch’s smoking parlor 
per day, after which the 
staff shampoos them 
and brushes their 
teeth before sending 
them home with their 
owners. In briefing the 
press, Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch 
noted that, while he 
understands the concerns of 
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animal welfare activists, “right now Puff ’n’ 
Pooch appears to be completely legal.” 


SALAD RULES 
Several local restaurants were raided in a 
police sting operation last Saturday after it was 
discovered that they were serving coleslaw 
with unauthorized ingredients. The East End 
of Long Island enforces a Coleslaw Purity 
Law that decrees that coleslaw must contain 
only cabbage, carrot, onion, horseradish, 
mayonnaise, and a small amount of milk 
and vinegar—plus seasonings. A food 
provider that deviates from this strict 
recipe can incur severe penalties, including 
steep fines and/or forced closure of his/her 
restaurant. The Hamptons Police, working 
undercover, discovered that a _ substantial 


number of restaurateurs were adulterating 
their coleslaw with pineapple—a corruption 
of the legal recipe that, while disgusting, is 
apparently quite common in Midwestern areas 
where coleslaw laws are not as strict. Other 
dining establishments were trying to pass off 
coleslaws containing marshmallows—termed 
an “abomination” under the Purity Law. One 
take-out fish joint was even putting bleu cheese 


.dressing in their slaw. (It was shut down 


immediately.) According to Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch, the police believe that 
they have now eradicated the problem of errant 
slaw on the East End, but are asking citizens to 
be vigilant. §&

David Lyttleton Smith

Smith could easily add writer and professor 
to his bio, not only because he has an MFA in 
painting from Tulane University, but because he 
has given classes in painting and figure drawing. 
He continues to experiment with materials and 
processes associated with the Old Masters, 
and has even taught himself how to make his 
own painting media, working with cold pressed 
oils, balsam, and varnish crystals and solvents. 
Not incidentally, he also blogs about various 
timely topics of aesthetic and practical interest 
to artists.

You studied with Pat Trivigno, who studied 
under Phil Guston and Thomas Hart Benton. 


What caused you to move from their 
tutelage, notably Trivigno’s, with 
his bold colors and combination 
of modern abstract and traditional 
styles, to embrace representation? 

I used to do a lot of figure work 
and my paintings were atmospheric, 
my style gestural. But like Trivigno, 
Guston and Benton, I appreciate 
the versatility of traditional and 
innovative training. 

Over the years, I fell in oue with 
the ocean and moved from my earlier style 
to doing more representational marines. If 
water is rough, though, I'll use more impasto, 
get more gestural, scrape down, glaze over, 
scrape down, glaze again and go on for perhaps 
five layers. 


The cover painting, “Running Before the 
Storm,” has a lower horizon line than many 
of your other seascapes, and a more dramatic 
look, as patches of sunny blue sky yield to 
white puffy clouds that grow heavy with 
moisture as they descend to a dark green-and- 
blue sea. Was the sailboat really there? 

It was. The boat was a particular delight as it 
allowed me to play with scale. I loved doing the 
sky, alluding to 19th century naturalism, which 
holds that man is but speck in the wider world 
of nature. 

It’s all about the elements. I like to do similar 
scenes and play with different compositions 
of sky and sea. Here, | have four horizontal 


sections, elsewhere three or two. 
This painting, by the way, was in a 
show, “Views from Accabonac,” at 
Ashawagh Hall [in Springs] and sold 
even before the official opening. 


Please compare your Long Island 
seascapes to those of Florida 
and Maine. 

The sea has an endless variety of 
moods, hues, dimensions, so you 
can do almost anything you want. 
It’s one of the most difficult of all subjects 
to tackle, and yet at the same time the most 
liberating. The water on the East End is not as 
clear as that in Florida because of the brighter 
sand there, and there are different water depths 
to consider as well as the way the sun is 
reflected in the water. 


You note that you do giclée—an expensive 
but highly rewarding process that uses a 
nine-color printer to faithfully reconstruct the 
original image. 

If the paper used is top quality, then it’s fine, but 
I don’t go for printing out on canvas, mimicking 
the look of an oil painting. The kind of painting 
I love to do does not readily admit to producing 
variously sized print reproductions. On the other 
hand, if an artist works expressly toward giclée, 
the results could be worthwhile. 4%.

Touring Houses of Worship in the Hamptons 


BY JOHN P. LAFFEY, AIA ARCHITECT 


here are so many beautiful, sacred structures 

here on the East End, all of which have become 
central to their communities. Each has distinct 
features, yet they all share the common goal to uplift 
people’s spirits and to affirm their faith. 

Starting in Quogue, you'll find the Quogue 
Episcopal Church of the Atonement, designed by 
the esteemed New York City-based architecture 
firm McKim, Mead & White. The church is located at 
17 Quogue Street and was built in 1884. The unique 
shingle style elements incorporate the architectural 
style of churches found in Italy, Brittany and 
Lucerne, Switzerland. The church’s eclectic exterior 
is modesty clad in shingles, presenting worshipers 


with an entirely new American church vernacular: 


that only heightens expectations as one passes 
through the front door. The interior craftsmanship 
is highlighted by the original Tiffany stained glass 
windows that make this space incredibly uplifting. 
Next, head into the village of Southampton, 
which is rich in spiritual architecture representing 
a number of denominations. St. Andrew’s Dune 
Church is located on Gin Lane in Southampton. The 
structure has stood facing the Atlantic Ocean since 
1879. This iconic red clapboard church first came 
into being as one of the original life-saving stations. 
The structure was expanded and renovated to create 
what is now commonly known as Dune Church. 
The highly detailed exterior is a beacon of strength 
against the backdrop of the ocean. The interior 


reminds one of the hull of a fine old ship with its 
exposed beams and crisp woodworking. Parts of the 
church were made of wood reclaimed from ships. 
The church has a number of original Tiffany windows 
that complement the ships lanterns and plaques 
memorializing shipwrecks. 

While in the village of Southampton, you should 
also see the First Presbyterian Church, located on 
the corner of Meeting House Lane and Main Street. 
The congregation was founded in 1640, making it one 
of the oldest Presbyterian congregations in America. 
The current church was built in 1843 and stands on 
the same site as previous churches built in the 1600s 
and 1700s. The two-story white interior has a magical 
quality, and the acoustics are second to none. 

Southampton is also home to two _ beautiful 
Catholic churches. The Basilica Parish of the Sacred 
Hearts of Jesus and Mary, located on Hill Street, is 
a wonderful example of Gothic revival architecture. 
The church was built in 1907 to accommodate the 
influx of Irish Catholics, who served as summer 
domestic help, and was made of rejected marble 
blocks from the construction of the New York Public 
Library. The main altar pulpit is over 400 years old 
and was originally built for a French monastery. 
In 2011, the Vatican designated Sacred Hearts as a 
minor basilica, one of only 70 Catholic churches with 
that designation at the time. On a smaller scale is Our 
Lady of Poland Roman Catholic Church, located on 
Elm Street. This country church opened for services 
on Christmas Day, 1918. The building was originally 
an old barn structure, and the bell tower was

Basilica Parish of the Sacred Hearts of Jesus and Mary 


added to form a church to serve the growing Polish 
community of the area. The church was recently 
renovated with my firm (John P. Laffey Architects) 
serving as project architects. It still has the original 
stained glass windows, woodwork and floors that 
have served the community for almost 100 years. 

Another house of worship | would recommend 
people see is the Jewish Center of the Hamptons 
in East Hampton. This synagogue was designed by 
noted local architect Norman Jaffe in 1987 and is 
located in the village of East Hampton. Known as 
the “gates of the grove,” the clearstory lighting and 
modern interior-detailing make this sacred space a 
true place of beauty and serenity. gi.

I was seeing were really Eastern Black Swallowtail 
caterpillars. Though adult Monarchs and Eastern 
Black Swallowtails look nothing like each other, it is 
easy to mistake the caterpillars for each other. They 
are similar in shape but different in color. Monarch 
are striped black, yellow and white. Swallowtails are 


black, yellow and green. 

Monarchs eat only milkweed. Black Swallowtails 
eat parsley, carrot foliage, fennel, dill, Queen Anne’s 
lace and parsnips. And unlike the complicated lives 
of Monarchs, which migrate great distances in winter 
and return in spring, involving several generations to 
make the journey, Swallowtails spend the winter in 
chrysalises. They emerge in spring at the beginning 
when the flowers that supply them with nectar 
bloom. And then it’s time to begin their cycle of 
egg to adult again. They lead much easier lives than 
monarchs. I read that Black Swallowtails like to leave 
their chrysalises on Queen Anne’s lace. I will have to 
leave some in my garden. 

Even though the caterpillars were not Monarchs, 
I loved seeing them! 

At this time of year, the gardens look tired to me, 
so I give them a good tidying up. Even plants that 
have not needed deadheading—like perovskia—get

. cut. Gaura gets a very good deadheading—right 


down to buds. Some plants like rudbeckias and 
echinacea are about bloomed-out and new fresh 
foliage is beginning at the base. Out come the stalks, 
even if there are leftover flowers. Platycodon gets 
reduced even if all of the potential flowers have not 
shown up from those nooks and crannies where they 
hide. I cut phlox heads off even with some flowers in 
place. If you have delphinium or digitalis that have 
been producing small flower stalks, removing them 
reveals new foliage. It is probably time to give that 
nepeta a little trim again. 

Foliage plants get a good cleaning also. New hosta 
leaves are under those tired old ones. Older leaves 
of alchemilla can be removed to reveal fresh ones. 
Some astilbe is the same. Many ferns have older 
fronds that can be removed. Paeonia stems that have 
become brown can be cut down. Herbs that have 
gone to seed or are flowering—mint, oregano—can 
be cut back and will look much better. Time to clean 
up the stachys and reduce their size if necessary. 

I also go through the garden and remove stalks 
that have fallen down, are very small or have become 
broken. And I thin out clumps that have become 
dense over the summer—phlox, aconitum—I even 
remove small branches of hydrangeas that will 
produce only very small flower heads next year. If 
there is a part of the garden that I feel has become 
too crowded, | go in and remove parts of plants, 
thinning the garden out to visually lighten it. Annual 
salvias might have become too large and, while still 
having many flowers, might just get reduced in size 
and thinned. 

I need the garden at this time to feel lighter in 
weight. Plants have grown vigorously, produced 
tons of flowers and foliage. Though they've made 
lush gardens, all of this can seem oppressive to me. 
Maybe it is my response to the oppressive heat this 
past summer, but I swear | feel the weight of all of 
that growth on the plants. They need some relief!

Gallagher Smashes into Suffolk Theater Oct. 30

hree accomplished comedians—including 

headliner Gallagher—are bringing their Joke’s 
on You Comedy Tour to Suffolk Theater on Friday, 
October 30. 

Gallagher may be best known for hammering 
watermelons with his Sledge-O-Matic, but for the 
Halloween weekend event the Riverhead venue 
promises a “Pumpkin Smash.” 

Gallagher owes his career to Ron Popeil’s Ronco 
Veg-O-Matic infomercials. “I make fun of him with 
Sledge-o-Matic and | made millions,” Gallagher says. 

His career jumpstarted in 1980 with Gallagher: An 
Uncensored Evening, a one-man comedy special for 
cable network Showtime, which gave him creative 
freedom. “When cable started, I realized that no 
adults were in charge there,” he recalls. “The same 
stick-up-their-butt people were not on cable.” 

Sincethenhe’shadadozenmorespecials, performed 
4,000 shows and has had four heart attacks. At 69 years 
old, he’s still going strong and touring constantly. “I 
work in small towns all across the country,” he says. 
“I know this country better than the candidates. 
The candidates only go there when they want your 
vote. Then they ignore you the rest of the time— 
then do what the lobbyists want.” 

Gallagher . prides himself on meeting and 
connecting with people. He finds it’s essential to 
creating art. “I’m in the lobby an hour before the 
show signing autographs and taking pictures with my 
fans,” he says, noting that his fan base spans multiple 


generations. Fans bring their grandparents out to a 
show and tell him, “Grandpa never puts his pants on 
for anyone—you’re the only one!” 

Gallagher never lounges in a dressing room. When 
it’s show time, he goes directly from the lobby to the 
stage, where stand-up comedians Artie Fletcher and 
Bob Nelson will join him. 

Nelson, a Massapequa native, is known for his 
characters: a nerd, a prizefighter, an entire college 
football team. He was Rodney Dangerfield’s opening 
act for eight years and he’s had two HBO one-hour 
specials. Fletcher is an author, actor and talk show 
host, in addition to his stand-up career. 

“Never before have three comedians been on stage 
at the same time working ad lib together,” Gallagher 
says. “I would say the last ones who’ve done this are 
the Marx Brothers.” 

Gallagher compares their shows to a cocktail 
party. When one comic is given the stage to himself, 
the others sit in the audience and yell at him. “I 
invented getting off of the stage. | invented using the 
theater as a fun environment,” he says. Before him, 
“You had to behave and it was stupid and boring.” 

A new aspect of Gallagher’s show is to invite 
members of the audience on the stage to take a swing 
with his trademark sledgehammer. He picks 10 to 15 
volunteers to have a cake smashed in their faces. 
That’s their initiation. “If they take a cake in the face, 
they'll smack a piece of watermelon.” 

Gallagher always strives for his shows to be 
different and innovative. He’s concerned about 
the future of comedy being a repetition of the

same formula: a brick wall, a stool and a bottle of 
water—to hydrate. “They don’t know what they 
are doing,” he says of today’s comics, who he 
calls amateurish and unprepared. “They lean on 
the mic stand, they scratch their crotch... They 
can’t even talk for an hour without having to 
hydrate. George Burns smoked a cigar and was 
100 years old and didn’t have to have to hydrate.” 

No one can accuse Gallagher, and his show, of 
being anything short of unique. 

“Some people say it’s the best time they’ve ever 
had,” he says. “How could you miss that?” ga

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Acttwist Lorraine Dusky Talks About New Book

n 1966, Lorraine Dusky gave her daughter up 

for adoption. In 1979, M. Evans & Co. published 
her bestselling memoir Birthmark, which broke the 
silence on the traumas many women struggled 
with in the wake of such a decision. Since then, 
Dusky has become a voice for first mothers and 
adoptees across the country. Her latest memoir, 
Hole in my Heart, picks up where Birthmark left off. 
Dusky reunites with her daughter and the author 
stresses throughout the book just how much 
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work is to be done in the world of adoption reform. 

“So there I was in my fabulous breakout job, 
and boom. I’m a woman, and I’m pregnant.” Dusky 
explains. At the time, adoption was one of the only 
choices offered to single women. “In the public’s 
mind, adoption is a win-win situation. There’s this 
woman, she got pregnant and can’t take care of the 
child, and then there are two loving parents... but I 
want people to know it’s hard on the adoptees. You’re 
likely to have this whole sense of abandonment,” 
she says. 

Since Birthmark was first published in 1979, Dusky

says, “there’s been a change, but the laws are 
changing at the speed water erodes rock. In New 
York State it’s been a fight for over 20 years...people 
assume because there’s so much in the media about 
adoption that it’s all changed, that if adoptees want 
to know [about their parents] they just breeze in 
somewhere and get their information. That is not 
true at all.” 

“Last year it looked like we had a good chance 
in New York, and then right at the last minute 
revisions were tacked on to the bill making it almost 
impossible for adoptees. I mean, you could get your 
birth certificate if your parents were dead. But how 
did you know your parents were dead?” she asks. 

For Dusky, giving her daughter up for adoption 
came with its own suffering. She was haunted by the 
idea that her daughter was in danger and needed 
her. When she finally managed to find her daughter, 
she discovered the truth; her daughter was suffering 
from epilepsy. Dusky and her daughter began to 
develop a relationship, but they both wished the 
adoption had been open from the start. 

“And even now” Dusky says, “what’s wrong with 
open adoption is it’s sold to the prospective mother 
as a ‘it’s gonna be fine.’ But what happens to many of 
them is they just communicate by letter through the 
[adoption] agency and then the agency might close. 
Legally you don’t have a leg to stand on becatise you 
signed away your parental rights.” 

According to Dusky, adoptees are “highly 
overrepresented in addiction, in prison populations... 
there’s a lot of trouble that adopted people have that 
their adoptive parents don’t want to talk about a lot. 
They feel like failures I think, so, this information is 
there but nobody really wants to make it public.” 

One of the main problems, Dusky says, is in the 
language we use to talk about adoption..A mother 
doesn’t “give up her child,” she “makes an adoption 
plan.” She is not a “natural mother,” but instead a 
“birthmother,” only significant in the act of giving 
birth. “It removed the emotional quotient from the 
situation,” Dusky says. “As if anyone would say ‘I 
made an adoption plan one calm day while having a 
cup of tea.’ It’s not like that, even today.” 

“Being adopted isn’t a better life; it’s a different 
life,” she says. “I'd like people to know that adoption 
is a really difficult thing.”

Grazing Down Easy Street at Vine Street Café 


BY STACY DERMONT 


ast year my boss said he was going to review 

Vine Street Café on Shelter Island because it’s 
one of his favorite places. Then he was promoted 
to CEO. To say that he is a busy man would be a 
gross understatement. 

When the one-year mark rolled around since he’d 
promised to do the review, I made a reservation. Vine 
Street is one of my favorites too. I embrace the great 
service, the white interior with woodland details and 
that funky Euro music. And then there’s the food...a 
sophisticated, well-edited menu that changes with 
the seasons. 

Long renowned for their Chateaubriand for Two 
with house steak sauce, Vine Street has another 
uber popular entrée these days—their oven-fried 
Chicken Fried Chicken with cheddar grits and greens 
(sautéed kale). It’s deliciously easy to see why this 
dish is a hit—crispy outside, very moist and tender 
breast meat inside. Grits don’t usually float my boat 
but these are remarkably creamy-smooth. Comfort 
food extraordinaire. But I’m getting ahead of myself. 
I started with Vine Street’s excellent Roasted Beet 
Salad with crumbled bleu cheese, arugula, Bermuda 
onion, lemon, parsley, EVOO, a bit of radicchio and 
chopped walnuts. The key is the pickling of the local 
beets. Vine Street takes it farther than most, right 
into the piquant pleasure zone. 

Vine Street also offers some 
from Paumanok Vineyards, 
Sparkling Pointe.

My husband took an unusual path and 
started with an American Jackalope—it’s a 
cocktail, not a beast, comprised of Laird’s 
applejack (the Garden State’s contribution to 
apple-based spirits), ginger beer and peach 
bitters. He commented on bartender Clint 
Skeen’s creation, “Hmmm...it speaks to my 
Jersey roots. It’s nice, the ginger gives it a 
refreshing kind of heat.” 

We shared a Black Sea Bass Ceviche, 
cured with leche de tigre and served with 
watermelon radish, jicama and mango. It was 
excellent—just what we’ve come to expect 
from Vine Street, which is one of the best 
“neighborhood places” anywhere. 

Husband only needed slight encouragement 
from our upbeat server Ryan to indulge 
in Vine Street’s American caviar program.

He began his “study” with some Californian Vine Street’s Black Sea Bass Ceviche 


caviar that he said had a bit of a pleasant zip. I 
helped him eat two plates of the warm blini. 

Then he needed some octopus—Wood Grilled 
Atlantic Octopus with chickpea salad. He found the 
cephalopod “nicely charred. Very good.” 

Ryan suggested a bright, fruit-forward BonAnno 
red if Husband was considering the steak. Husband 
agreed to go with red wine and red meat and ordered 
the Painted Hills New York Strip, served with a classic 
bordelaise sauce, thin pommes frites and garlic aioli. 
As if this wasn’t enough, Ryan deposited a gravy boat 
of Vine Street’s Black Truffle Mushroom Sauce. Wow. 
They could call this “crack sauce!” Luckily, this mind- 


blowing sauce is NOT one of the many products that 
Vine Street now bottles and offers for sale at the VSC 
Market at the back of the restaurant. (Otherwise, | 
would be gorging on it daily.) But I’ve been assured 
that their wonderful Mushroom Bolognese Sauce IS 
available from the Market and is 100% vegan. Thank 
you, chef de cuisine Gilberto Chico and owners Lisa 
and Chef Terry Harwood, you just made my holiday

“Pork. The Other White Meat” 
has been an advertising 
_ slogan since 1987. The most 
_ important technique for 
cooking perfect pork, which 
is lower in fat than beef, is 
to brine the meat for at least 
12 hours. Brining is simply 
a marinade to keep the food 
moist and tender. The process 
involves nothing more than a 
water and salt bath. Kosher salt is preferable—using 
sea salt would be expensive and unnecessary. Sugar, 
citrus juices and herbs are sometimes called for in 
brine, which is a good idea if you’re brining turkey. 
The recipe below comes from my book, Savoring the 
Hamptons: Discovering the Food and Wine of Long 
Islands East End. 

To roast the loin I would suggest a shallow roasting 
pan that will hold the pork easily and an instant-read

For the Roast 

2 to 3 cloves garlic 

1 tablespoon fresh thyme 

2 teaspoons coarse kosher salt 

1 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 

3-pound pork loin, boned and tied, rack reserved 
2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

4 apples, preferably Gala, cored and cut into 
wedges 

Apple Cider Reduction 

3 cups apple cider 

1 to 2 teaspoons fresh thyme leaves 

2 cinnamon sticks 

5 to 6 whole cloves 


1. Combine brining ingredients in a container large 
enough to hold the pork loin and stir to dissolve. Add 
pork and refrigerate for 12 to 18 hours. When ready 
to roast the loin, rinse the meat and dry thoroughly: 
discard brine. 


2. Dress the loin and bring to room temperature. 
Preheat oven to 425°F. 


3. Peel garlic, cut into thin slivers and put in 
a mixing bowl with the thyme leaves and salt 
and pepper to taste. Pierce the surface of the 
meat in several places with the tip of a sharp 
paring knife and insert the herb/garlic mixture 
into the tiny pockets. Rub the loin with any 
remaining mixture. 


3. Pour the oil in a shallow roasting pan that can 
contain the roast and apples snugly. Roll the loin 
in the oil then put the reserved rack of bones in the 
pan and place the loin on the rack, fat side up. Put in 
the preheated oven and roast for 25 to 30 minutes, 
turning frequently until lightly browned. Reduce 
oven setting to 350°F and surround the loin with the 
apple wedges. Continue cooking the loin for another 
40 to 45 minutes, or until the internal temperature, 
read with an instant thermometer, reaches 155°. 


4. Transfer roast to a carving board and let rest 
for 10 minutes to allow juices to recede back into the 
meat, While meat is resting, combine cider reduction 
ingredients in a saucepan and reduce by half or until 
syrupy. Carve roast into thin slices and serve warm 
with apple wedges and the cider reduction. 8

Home Inspections in Residential Real Estate

hen a house is bought, the location and 

aesthetics drive the transaction while the 
condition of the systems and components located 
under the hood are often just an afterthought. 
Conversely, in a commercial transaction, due 
diligence that extends way beyond a simplistic home 
inspection is a precondition to a meeting of the 
minds. Commercial transactions have a dollars-and- 
cents focus while residential transactions are more 
often driven by emotions. 

Nonetheless, at or about the time of contract 
execution in a residential transaction, the condition of 
the heating, cooling, plumbing and electrical systems 
coupled with that of the structural components 
becomes the foremost issue in the transaction; and 
such conditions, when negative, typically give rise 
to contentious negotiations for adjustments to the 
initially accepted purchase price. As such, the home 
inspection not only offers lay purchasers ammunition 
for offsets, but when mismanaged the inspection can 
kill the deal completely. To save your deal while 
leveraging proper due diligence, it is important to 
understand these top five home inspection issues in 
residential real estate transactions. 


TIMING THE INSPECTION 

There is a lot of debate on whether a home 
inspection should be performed before or after the 
execution of a contract of sale in a residential real 
estate transaction. In fact, lawyers on the East End 
are frequently asked by our New York City clients 
for the standard of practice or custom in our area so 
that buyers save face in their purchase transaction. 
However, custom shouldn’t be an issue, but rather a 
cost-benefit analysis that drives informed decision- 
making should be the dispositive force for timing the 
inspection. The risk of doing the home inspection 
before the signing of a contract is simple for a buyer. 
If the buyer waits to sign the contract while the home 
inspection is being performed, a better offer can be 
presented to the seller and the delay could cause 
the buyer to lose their opportunity to purchase their 
dream home. Conversely, a buyer who executes 
a contract before performing an inspection is 
agreeing to buy a house blindly without the requisite 
knowledge to assess whether the purchase price 
accurately reflects the condition of the home. 

To illustrate: a home that needs a new roof, has 
a leaking oil tank, has cracked flashing around the 
chimney and skylights, and has an air conditioning 
condenser that is about to fall over in the attic 
should be sold at a discount as compared to a home 
with pristine systems and components. Furthermore, 
once a buyer signs a contract their leverage to insist 
on setoffs to the agreed upon purchase price, based 
upon the poor conditions of the property first 


learned through the home inspection report, will. 


be greatly diminished because the seller lacks any 
risk for failing to so agree. As an exception, should 
a buyer’s attorney be able to convince the seller’s 
attorney to provide contractual exculpatory clauses 
(i.e., escape clauses) should the post-contract home 
inspection not confirm the existence of a house in 
pristine condition, the leverage issue on a buyer 
can be negated, but such contractual agreements 
are unlikely and more so, buyers are rarely willing 
to pay the legal fees necessary to draft such a 
comprehensive agreement that covers every possible 
issue that can be learned from an inspection. 

So, in a standard transaction, the timing of when 
to have a home inspection performed should depend 
on how. quickly inventory is moving in a given 


market. Within a seller’s market a buyer will want to 
sign a contract before the inspection (i.e., gambling 
on the condition of the property), but in a buyer’s 
market, where inventory does not turn over rapidly, 
a buyer will want to perform the home inspection 
before entering into a binding purchase agreement. 


HIRING THE RIGHT PROFESSIONAL 
Having a contractor friend look at your prospective 
purchase is not a home inspection in New York State. 
In fact, only licensed home inspectors are able to 
perform such an inspection for compensation in 


the State of New York pursuant to Real Property 
Law §444-d. The statute does exempt registered 
architects and licensed professional engineers 
from the licensing requirement and permits such 
professionals to perform home inspections for 
compensation. Nonetheless, not all professional 
engineers are exempt, but, instead, the Department 
of State’s website’s FAQ for home inspectors 
states that the exemption only applies where a 
“professional engineer’s business entity [has] a 
Certificate of Authorization to provide engineering 
services issued by the (Continued on next page)

KNOWING WHAT YOU GET 

New York’s Department of State’s Division of 
Licensing Services regulates Home Inspectors in the 
State. Consequently, the services offered in a home 
inspection are somewhat standardized. According 
to the Department of State’s website’s FAQ, a home 
inspection is “defined as the process by which a home 
inspector observes and provides a written report of 
the systems and components of a residential building 
including but not limited to: A. Heating System B. 
Cooling System C. Plumbing System D. Electrical 
System E. Structural Components—foundation, roof, 
masonry, structure, exterior and interior components 
or any other related residential building component 
recommended by the Home Inspection Council

UNDERSTANDING WHAT IS EXCLUDED 
FROM AN INSPECTION 
Real Property Law §444-b(4) states that “[a] home 
inspection shall not include an inspection for radon 
or pests.” However, this does not cap the limitations 
for ahome inspection, but, instead, only requires that 
no home inspection can ever include such radon or 
pest inspections. To understand the scope of a home

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may need to go to a specialist to get the care that you 
really need. In fact, most commercial transactions 
and many high-end residential transactions call 
for additional due diligence way beyond a home 
inspection. Remember, not buying a disaster can 
be the best financial decision that you ever made 
in your entire life. Ancillary inspections can be 
obtained for lead paint, mold (air quality), cesspools, 
fire underwriters, oil tank and/or surrounding soil, 
environmental testing, energy efficiency, security 
systems, chimney testing, wood destroying insects 
(termites amongst others), radon, pool/spa, water 
potability, asbestos, and code compliance, amongst 
other options. 

In addition to the many inspection services 
that a typical home inspection excludes, a home 
inspector is also precluded from repairing anything 
contained within the inspection report prior to the 
closing pursuant to Real Property Law §444-g(4)(a). 
Therefore, one should hire a separately licensed 
home improvement contractor to -provide an 
estimate for repairs in order to effectively negotiate 
offsets to the purchase price when obtaining a home 
inspection pre-contract. 


WHO SHOULD ATTEND THE INSPECTION 

Pursuant to the Code of Ethics and Regulations 
of Home Inspectors “[a] home inspection has 
a direct and vital impact on the quality of life 
for all home buyers.” Still further, ethics rules 
and the Real Property Law both state that 
“[t]he duty of every home inspector shall be to 
the client.” From this it would appear that a home 
inspection is all about the buyer. Yet, to-only have 
the buyer at a home inspection is probably against 
the best interests of both the buyer and the seller. 
You see, every home inspection contract in this State 
is required to include the following language: “Home 
Inspectors may only report on readily accessible and 
observed conditions.” So, without theseller making the 
property accessible and advising the home inspector 
as to the location of conditions for observation 
within the home, the home inspection will likely 
be unproductive. : 

Therefore, it’s suggested that a seller remains 
available during the home inspection to answer 
questions. Still further, it’s recommended that a 
seller prepares the house for the inspection prior 
thereto so that the buyer doesn’t need to perform a 
second inspection after the home inspector states 
that they cannot gain access to any of the systems 
in the garage or attic because storage boxes are 
blocking every system. Regardless, a seller’s real 
estate salesperson may not be a good candidate to 
go to the inspection. The reason is that a seller’s 
agent, in real estate brokerage, has an affirmative 
duty to buyers to “disclose all facts known to the 
agent materially affecting the value or desirability of 
property” and should the deal fall apart, based upon 
the findings of a home inspection, and thereafter, . 
the same real estate broker is rehired to relist the 


property, now such broker will have an affirmative 


duty to discuss the negative features of the property 
with all future prospective buyers. 


BONUS 

Home inspections are available to sellers as well 
as to buyers. If a seller maintains their home in a 
flawless condition, such a seller may be well served 
to obtain their own home inspection, remedy any 
defects exposed in the report, and then proudly 
market the property as having a perfect inspection 
report when soliciting a purchaser. In such, sellers 
know that a buyer will ultimately get a home 
inspection. So, under this tactic the seller can 
control the conversation. When a party controls the 
conversation, they typically win the negotiation.
